ORDER 

By thra petition, the petitioner hfls dhallonged the election 
to the Rajya Sabha held on 27-6-1980. 

2. According to the petitioner, he Wanted to contest* thn 
election for the Rajya Sabha and for that puipose had filed 
the nomination paper. He filed his nomination paper on 
23-6-1980 after depositing the security amount as required. 
According to his, on 25-6-1980 when tl^ nomination papers 
were scrutinized the Returning Officer rejected- the nomination 
paper of the petitioner on the ground that it was not properly 
filed in a.s it did not bear the signature of the proposer 
Order not filed with the petition G.P.O. 

3. The only ground urged in this petition by the petitioner 
is that section 33(1) of the Representation of the People Act 
which requires the nomination paper to be signed by one 
proposed who is an elector of the constituancy is unconstitii- 
tional as under Act 84 of the Constitution a citizen of India 
who holds the necessary qualifications prescribed in this 
article is entitled to contest the election to either House of 
Parliament. According to the petitioner, what right has been 
given under Art. 84 has been taken away by section 33(1) 
of the Represantation of the People Act. The Parliament 
while enacting section 33(1), exercising powers under Art. 327 
of the Constitution bad no authority to deprive the' citizen 
of his right, which, according to the petitioner, vested fn hb 
under Art. 84 of the Constitution of India. 

4. The petitioner, who is present in person, contended that 
the requirement of an elector to propose the name of the 
candidate as a proposer also goes against the principles of 
secret ballot as an elector who proposes the name of the 
candidate openly demonstrates that he proposed to vote for 
the candidate, although there is no provision in law of 
elections which requires a proposer to vote for the candidate 
proposed by him. Acciording to the petitioner, this is also 
a ground on the basis of which the requirement under section 
33(1) should be struck down, that is ,lt goes contrary to the 
secrecy of ballot. No other question was pressed. 

5. Article 84 of the Constitution provides — 

"84, A person shall not be qualified to be chosen to fill 
a seat in Parliament unless he —

Respondents 
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(a) is a citizen of India, and makes and Subscribes 
beorc some person authorized in that behalf by 
the Election Commission an oath or affirmation 
according to form set out for the purpose in the 
Third Schedule: 

(b) is, in the case of a seat in the Council of States, 
not less than thirty years of age and. In the case 
nf a seat in the House of the People, not less 
than twenty five years of age; and 

(c) possesses such Other qualifications as mav be 
prescribed in that behalf by or under anv law 
made by Parliaipent." 

This article provides for the necessary qualifications for 
memtwrship of the Parliament, It does not provide tho 
machinery or process of election. The proce.ss of election 
has not been specifically provided in the Constitution but 
Art. 327 empowers the Parliament to legislate on the subiect 
of elections. Article 327 reads — 

"327. Subject to the provisions of this Constitution, 
Parliament may from time to time by law make 
provision with respect to all matters relating to, 
or m connection with, elections to cither House of 
Parliament or to the House or either House of the 
Legislature of a State including the prenaraffon of 
electoral rolls, the delimitation of constituancies and 
all other matters necessary for securing the due 
constitution of such House or Houses.” 

The provision clearly confers powers on the Parliament to 
legislate on all matters relating to or in respect of, the holding

of elections to the Parliament and also matters connected 
tdth the constitution of either House of Parliament. The 
language used in this article clearly confers wide authority on 
the Parliaihent to make laws about the procedure and related 
ihatters of elections. It is no doubt true that AH. 327^ does 
talk of “subject to the provisions of this Constitution" and 
it is clear that when power is conferred on the Parliament 
under the Constitution itself, the laws have to be subject to 
ttie Constitution. There is no other provision in the Consti- 
tution prescribing the maimer of elections. 

6. Chapter 2 of the Constitution deals with Parliament and 
Article 80 provides for the composition of the Council of 
States. Sub-clause (4) of Article 80 provides — 

“80 (4) The representatives of each States in the Council 
of States shall be elected by the elected members of 
the Legislative Assembly of the State in accordance 
with the system of proportional representation by 
means of the single transferable vote.” 

This provides that the representatives of each State in the 
Council of States shall be elected by the elected members of 
the Legislative Assembly of that State in accordance with 
the system of proportional representation by means of the 
single transferable vote and a referred to above, Art. 84 
provides for the qualifications of a person who could fill a 
seat in the Parliament. The basic manner of election i.e. 
proportional representation by the single transferable vote has 
been provided in Art, 80 and it is apparant that the rest of 
the procedure has been left to the Parliament ana the Parlia- 
bient in exercise of its powers has enacted the Representation 
of the people Act. 

7. Section 33 of the Representation of the People Act falls 
in Part V Chapter I with the heading ‘TSTomination of candi- 
dates’’, Section 33 provides — 

“33. Presentation of nomination paper and requirement* 

‘ for a valid nomination. — . 

(1) On or before the date appointed under clause (a) 
of section 30 each candidate shall, either in per- 
son or by his proposes, between the hours of 
eleven O’ clock in the forenoon and three O’ clock 
in the afternoon deliver to the returning officer 
at the place specified in this behalf in the notice 
issued under section 31 a nomination paper com- 
pleted In the prescribed form and signed by the 
candidate and by an elector of the constituency as 
proposer : 

Provided that no nomination paper shall be delivered 
to the returning officer on a day which is a public 
holiday. 

(lA' Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
section (1), for election to the Legislative Assem- 
bly of Skkim (deemed to be the Legislative 
Assen bly of that State duly constituted under 
the Constitution), the nomination paper to be 
delivered to the returning officer shall bo in such 
form and manner ns may be prescribed ■ 

Provided that the said nomination paper shall be sabs- 
crlbcd by the candidate as assenting to the ncimi- 
r at ion, and — 

fa) in the case of a scat reserved for Sikkimese ot 
Bhiitia-Lepcha origin, also by at least twent'. 
electors of the constituency as proposers and 
twenty electors of the constituency as seconders ; 

(b) in the case of a scat reserved for Sanghas, also 
bv at least twenty electors of the constituency 
as proposers and at least twenty electors of the 
ccpstituency as seconders ; 

(c) in the_ case_ of a seat reserved for Sikkimese of 
Nepali origin, by an elector of the eonstituenci 
as proposer : 

Providf d further that no rominatlon paper shall lie 
delivered to the returning officer on a day which 
is a public holiday. 

(2) In a constituency where any scat is reserved, a 
candidate shall not bo deemed +0 be qualified to 
to closcn to fill that seat unless bis nomination 
paper contains a declaration by him specifv'nc 
the narticular casts pr tnba of which he is a 
member and the area in fclatioi to which that 


casic 01 tribe is a Scheduled Caste oi, as the case 
ma’' be a Scheduled Tribe of the State. 

(J) Whore the candidate *» a person who, having 
held any office referred to m section 9 has been 
dismissed and a period of six years has not 
elapsed since the dismissal, such person shall not 
be deemed to be duly nominated as a candidate 
unless his nomination paper is accompanied by a 
ceitificate issued in the prescribed manner by the 
Eleoliou Commission to the effect that he has not 
been dismissed for corruption or disloyalty to the 
State 

(4) On the presentation of a nomination paper, the 
reluiLing officer shall satisi/ himself that the names 
and electoral roll numbers of the candidate and 
the pjoposer as entered in tbe nomination pajier 
are the same as those entered in the electoral 
rolls : 

Provided that no misnomer or inaccurate description 
or clerical, techmeal or printing error in regard 
to the name of the candidate or his proposer or 
any other person, or in regard to any place, 
menlioDed in the electoral roll or the nomination 
paper and no clerical, technical or printing error 
i.i regard to the elector.d roll niunbcrs of any 
such person in the electoral roll or the nomination 
n.pei, shall affect the full operation of the electoral 
loll or the nomination paper with respect to such 
person or place in any case where the description 
m regard to the name of the person Or place is 
such as to be commonV understood ; and the 
returning officer shall permit any such misnomer 
or Inaccurate description or clerical, technical or 
pnnling error to be corrected and wberc tiects- 
sarj', ffirccflhat any such misnomer, inaccurate 
desciiDtlon, clerical, technical or printing error in 
the electoral roll or in the nomination paper shall 
be overlooked. 

(5) Where the candidate is an elector of a different 
constituency, a copy of the electoral toll of that 
conrtiiuency or of the relevant part thereof or a 
certified copy_ of the relevant entries in such roll 
shall unless it has been filed along with the 
nomination paper, be produced before the returning 
cffice' at the time of scrntiiiv. 

v6) Nothing in this section shall prevent any candidate 
from being nominated by more than one nomination 
paper : 

Provided that not more than four nomination papers 
shall be presented by or on behalf of any candi- 
date or accepted by the roturr.mg officer for election 
ill the same con^tuency.’’ 

This provision lequires the nomination paper to be com- 
pleted in the prescribed form and signed by the candidate 
and by the elector of the constituency as a propo'cr. Accord- 
ing to the petitioner, by this provision an additional qualifica- 
tion has been introduced and a person may be qualified to 
flu a scat in the Parliament under Art, 84 but unless he 
pets a proposer out of the electors of that consfituenev he 
cannot contest an election and this, according to the petitioner, 
IS inconsi'tont with Ajt. 84 of the Constitution and. there- 
fore, ultra-vires 

8, Article 84 of the Constitution, no doubt, prescribes 
the ciMhfications which a person must posses if he is chosen 
to fill a seat in the Parliament as the language of Art. 34 
emphasises that ‘‘a person shall not he qualified to be chosen 
to fill n sent in Parliament unless he". This clearly go *o 
show that the requirements under Article 84 am the require- 
ments of a person to be chosen to fill a seat in the Parliament. 
The process of choosing is the nekt step. It, therefore, does not 
mdiMfe that as soon as a person holds the necessary quali- 
fications he becomes fit to fill a seat in the Parliament. What 
IS further required is that if he does not hold any one of these 
qualifications, he cannot be allowed to be chosen. The word 
chosen’’ has not been further clarified. It positively indi- 
cates the process of choosing and If is. therefore, clear that 
what Art, 84 requires is onlv the oimliflcations of a person 
who can be a candidate for a seat in the Parliament. But it 
does not mean that the process of choosing mav not be 
provided for and it is this process which has been left over 
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to be prescribed by the Parliament under Article 327. Jt, 
therefore, could not be contended that merely because in the 
process of election as provided for under the Representation 
of the People Act if it is required that the candidate must fill 
in a form duly filled in and signed by one of the electors of 
the constituency it adds to the requirement which is already 
provided under Art. 84. 

9 . According to the petitioner, .^rt. 102 of the Constitutibn 
provides for disqualifications for being chosen and for being 
a member of the House of Parliament Article 102 
provides — 

“102(1) A peison shall be disqiialilied for being choseu 
as, and for being, a member of either House of 
Parliamen[ -- 

(a) if he holds any such office of profit under the 
Ciovemment of India or the Government of anv 

State as is declared by Parliament by law to dis- 
qualify its holder ; 

(b) n he 1 ' of unsound mind and sland.s so declared by 
n competent court ■ 

(c) If he is an undischarged insolvent : 

td) if he is not a citiren of India, or has voluntarily 
acquired the citizenship oi a foreign States, or is 
under any acknowledgment of an allegiance or 
adherence to a foreign State ; 

tej if he so disqualified by or under any law made by 
Parliament.” 


a ground under section 100(1) (c). Section 100(1) (c) 
says — 

“100, Grounds for declaring election to be void. — 

( 1 ) Subject to the provisions of sub-section 
(2) if the High Court is of opinion — 

(c) that .inv nomination has been improperly rejected; 
or 

the High Court shall declares the election of the 
returned candidates to be void.” 

\dmittedly. the nomination paper of the petitioner is 
rejected because it did not have the signature of an elector 
a.s a proposer. It is not the grievance ol the petitioner that 
this rejection is improper. His grievance is that section 33 of 
the Representation of the People Act is ultra-vires of the 
tilonsfitution and, therefore, as the ground alleged in the 
petition does not exist, this petition is based on none of the 
grounds on the basis of which the election could be declared 
to be void. 

13. As already discussed, there is no substance in the 
contention that section 33 is ultra vires of the Constitution. 
Thus, the petition is not based on any ground on the basis 
of which the election could be declared as void Conse- 
quently, the petition could jiot bo entertained. It is, therefore, 
dismissed. The j^etilioner shall be entitled to a refund of the 
■•ecurity amount in due course. 


This article provides for disqualifications for being chosen 
or for being a member of the House of ParUamenk It 
refers to two stages and this also indicates the qualifications 
and disqualifications which have been provided in the two 
articles of the Constitution for being chosen for seat in the 
Parliament. Only in case if a person possesses qualifications 
as provided for in Article 84 and is not disqualified as pro- 
vided in Art, 102, he can be chosen to fill a seat in the 
Parliament. How he has to be chosen to fill a seat in the 
Parliament has been left open and that process has been left 
to the Parliament and legislative functions. It therefore, 
could not be said that the Representation of the People Act 
while providing for the manner in which a candidate could 
be chosen to fill a seat in the House of Parliament has pro- 
vided a procedure. Tt could not be contended. That procedure 
deprived a citizen of his right. In fact. Art. 84 does not 
confer any ri^t but it only provides the qualifications 
which are necessary for a person to be chosen to a seat in 
the Parliament. 

10. While enacting the Representation of the People Act, 
it appears that section 33 has been provided for all elections 
as it talla of a proposer who is an elector in the constituency 
and it appears that it has been provided only to regulate the 
sections to the various seats in the various Assemblies in 
the State or the Parliament. It may be that a person who 
wants to be chosen to a seat in the Parliament is not able 
to get an elector of the constituency to sign the nomination 
paper as a proposer. But it does not mean that the person 
does not bold the necessary qualifications. After all, if a 
person is not "elected he does not become a member of either 
House of'lhp Pat;liinii«nt although a citizen may claim to 
have a right to be elected. I, therefore, see no restriction 
bring put 'on the exercise of a right by the provisions con- 
tained in section 33 of the Representation of the People 
Act. 

11, The second question raised by the petitioner is that 
as an el^tor has to sign the nomination paper, as a voter 
his exercise of frenchisc is published and, therefore, it 
« contrary to the policy of secret ballot. Admittedly, there 
is no provision which requires an elector who signs a 
nomination paper as a proposer to vote for that candidate 
The exorcise of right of vote is not controlled by signing the 
nomination paper _ as a proposer and it, therefore, could not 
be said that bv signing the nomination oaner of a pronoser 
the elector discloses the manner in which be has to cast his 
vote. I. therefore, see no substance in this ground also. 

13. Of (he -noiinds mentioned in section 10ft for an elec- 
tion petition the only ground on which this petition is based 
IS the improoer rejection of the nomination paper which k

Petition under Section lOO(i) and Section 80, 80(A) and 
81 of the Representation of People Act, 1951 praying that in 
the ciTcum.stanccs stated in affidavit filed therewith, the High 
Court will bo pleased to declare the election of the 1st res- 
pOTdont namely Smt, Chennupati Vidya, from Vijayawada 
Parliamentary Constituency of Andhra Pradesh to Lok Sabha 
as void and to award costs of the petitioner ; 
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The petition coming on for hearing upon perusing the 
petition, and the affidavit filed in support thereof t^ written 
statement and of the Respondent No. 1, counter affidavit of 
the Respondent No. 10, the Rejoinder filed by the petitioner 
and the record in the case and upon hearing the arguments 
of Mr. T. Subrahmanyam, Advocate for the petitioner and 
of M/s. K. Jagannadha Rao, M. Balartma Murthy and 
Prabhakara Rao, Advocates for the respondents 1 & 2 and 
of the Government Pleader for G.A.D, on behalf of the 
respondent No 10, and the Respondents Nos. 3 to 7 and 9, 
not appearing in person or by advocate and the Respondent 
No, 8 having remained absent and set ex parte, the Court 
delivered the following : — 

JUDGMENT 

This election petition was filed questioning the validity of 
the first respondent’s election to Lok-sabha in January 1980, 
on the ground that the first respondent has been guilty of 
several corrupt practices. The corrupt practices alleged were 
that she induced one of the potential candidate not to apply 
for congress (I) ticket by promising him the Chairmanship 
of the District Wakf Board, that the first respondent bribed 
the voters to vote in her favour, that she provided trans- 
port to the voters to the polling booths and that she has 
exceeded the limit of election expenses. Absolutely no 
particulars were mentioned in support of the allegations of 
corrupt practices. Neither the names of the voters, who 
were said to have been bribed or transported, as the case 
may be, nor the registration numbers of the vehicles, which 
are supposed to have carried the voters, were furnished, nor 
the specific items of expenditure which were siad to be 
in excess ■ Of the prescribed limit, were furnished. Only 
general allegations were made that several lakhs of rupees 
were spent upon several items all over the constituency. 

The first respondent filed her counter denying the several 
allegations. Thereupon necessary issues were framed. For 
some reason, which is not clear, the first respondent did not 
choose to apply for striking off the aUegatiojis relating to 
the corrupt practices on the ground of lack of particulars. 
The matter was posted for trial. The petitioner was exa- 
nllned as P.W. 1 and he was also cross-examined at length. 
One thing is clearly evident from his testimony viz., that be 
la unable to prove any particulars fact or specific instance. 
His evidence is full of general assertions and most of the 
facts spoken to by him are said to have been derived from 
other persons. It is clear that on the basis of such evidence, 
none of the corrupt practices alleged by the petitioner against 
the firat respondent could be said to have been proved. 

After' P.W. I's evidence was closed P.W. 2 was put in 
the witness box. Wheb P.W. 2 wanted to mention the 
registration numbers of the vehicles in which the voters were 
said to have been carried to the polling booths, an objection 
was raised by Sri K. Jagannadha Rao, learned counsel for 
the first respondent that in the absence of any particulars in 
the election petition, the witness caimot be allowed to speak 
to the registration numbers of the vehicles or give specific 
instances of corrupt practices. Since this objection was basic 
in nature, I postponed the examination of P.W. 2, giving 
ouportunity to both parties to argue upon the said aspect. 
The matter was adjourned to yesterday e.l. 23-10-1980, 

When the matter was called on 23-10-1980 the petitioner 
was not present. His counsel filed a memo signed by the 
petitioner, which reads as foUowa : — 

"1 humbly submit that I have filed the Election petition 
No. 1/80 relying on the information furnished to 
me by several people, I do not have any personal 
knowledge about the ' same. I also deposed to the 
same effect in this Hon’ble Court. But, I am not 
in a position to produce 'any evidence in this behalf. 
I. therefore, pray that the Hon*ble court mav be 
pleased ■ to dlsoose of the Election petition 
No. 1/80 accordingly.” 

The counsel for the petitioner is also not prepared to go 
on with the matter. ’The witnesses also are not ready. In 
other words, the petitioner is not prepared to prosecute the 
election petihon. 

In this sitnation a question arises, "Whether the election 
petition Can be dismissed for default or whether in this case, 
the provisions of Section 109 of Representation of People 
Act 1951 are attracted 7." 1 called upon both the counsel to 
clarify the legal position in this behalf. 


Sri K. Jagannadha Rao, learned counsel for the first 
respondent has broi^jht to my notice a fuU Bench decision 
of Allahabad High Court in DURYODHAN v. SITARAM 
(1) A.IiR. 1970 Allahabad page 1, wherein it has been held 
that in^much as the C.P.C. has been applied to the proceed- 
ings in an election petition, orders 9 and 17 of C.P.C. apply 
to an election petition and that an election petition can be 
dismissed for default of the appearance of the petitioner 
under Order 9 Rule 8 C.P.C. It has been pointed out that 
in such a case. Section 109 of the Representation of People 
Act is not attracted. In fact, the full Bench has pointed out 
that there is a lacuna in the Act. It is also brought to my 
notice that this Full Bench decision has been approved by the 
Supreme Court in RAJENDRA KUMARI BAJPAI v, RAM 
i^HAR. YADAV (2) 1975 (2) Supreme Court Cases 

(Para 10). 

I mast observe that in the light of vague allegations of 
corrupt practices made in the election petition, which is totaUy 
devoid of any particulars or instances of corrupt practices, 
it is indeed impossible for any one to prove those allegations, 
because in the absence of any such particulars in the election 
petition, the pclitioner cannot be allowed to load specific evi- 
dence as to a particular instance or fact. Permitting the 
petitioner to do so would mean opening up of an uncharted 
field totaUy unregulated by the pleadings. 

In the circumstances, the election petition is dismissed for 
non-prosecution. The petitioner shall pay a sum of Rs. 1,000/- 
by way of costs to the first respondent through her counsel. 
The same shall be paid out of the deposit made by the 
petitioner in this court The balance remaining, after 
defraying the above amount and other expenses, if any, 
shall be refunded to the petitioner. 

Tt is stated that the first respondent has deposited Rs. 1,000/- 
towards copies of the depositions of the witnesKS. The 
charges for the copies already supplied to the counsel for the 
first respondent shall he deducted out of the said amount, 
along with other expenses, if any, incurred, and the balance 
amount shall bo refunded to the first respondent,
